Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report  in 
in  conjunction  with  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


The  Council’s  own  office  accommodation  is  being  improved,, 

Work  commenced  in  October,  1967  on  a  13  months  contract.  The 
result  will  be  a  modern  set  of  offices  in  contrast  to  the  unsuitable 
existing  ones  which  are  unsatisfactory  both  from  the  structural 
and  administrative  points  of  view,  Administration  of  the  Offices 
and  Shops  legislation  in  this  area  may  come  a  little  easier  once 
the  authority  has  set  its  own  offices  in  order, 

The  National  House  Condition  Token  Survey,  1967  selected 
Leyburn  R.D.C.  as  one  of  the  authorities  and  21  houses  were 
inspected.  Of  these  three  were  closed  as  unfit  and  one  was  only 
a  shell*.  I  was  reassured  that  this  would  not  upset  the  national 
estimate  but  now  the  astonishing  results  have  been  published., 

I  have  my  doubts#  Only  a  complete  national  housing  survey  can 
produce  a  correct  figure  but  shortage  of  staff  would  be  a 
difficulty o  1  see  no  reason  why  the  environmental  information 
on  the  1971  Census  Forms  could  not  be  made  available  to  local- 
authorities  subject  to  the  confidential  nature  of  the  form  being 
respected. 

Emission  of  dust  from  the  two  Leyburn  Quarries  is  presenting 
difficulties.  I  am  grateful  to  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  for 
assistance  and  advice,, 

More  applicants  improved  their  houses  with  the  aid  of 
grants  during  the  yeart.  Private  house  building  proceeded  at  a 
greater  rate. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  A  .17.  Madin ,  the  Housing  Manager,  who 
now  deals  with  all  housing  matters,  for  the  figure  relating  to 
housing,  also  for  the  help  he  has  given  in  other  work.

”The  Board  has  five  spring  sources  in  Leyburn  R.D.  ,  one*  of 
them,  Arrathorne ,  privately  owned,  and  a  further  source  comprising 
two  -abandoned  lead  mine  adits,

Their  elevations  vary  from  375  ft.  to  1,360  ft.  A.O .  D„  and 
a  11  of  them  except  the  Cranehow  Bot tom/Whipperdale  supply  rise 
in  of  near  the  Millstone  Grit,  with  the  result  that  the  water  is 
softer  than  that  from  the  majority  of  the  Board’ s  sources. 

L  The  reliable  yields  of  the  sources  are  small  although  those 
serving  Caidbergn  and  Horsehouse  in  Coverdale  arc  adequate  and 
that  at  Arrathorne  just  adequate  to  satisfy  existing  demands. 

The  other  three  sources,  vis,-  Cranehow  Bot tom/Vhipper dale  , 
Middleham  (Penhill)  and  Sowdcn  Beck,  which  are  linked  together 
by  a  mains  system,  arc  however,  grossly  inadequate  in  periods  of 
drought . 


All  sources  are  subject  to  some  bacteriological  pollution 
although  from  the  very  limited  number  of  test  results  available 
for  Arrathorne  and  Caldbcrgh  the  water  from  these  springs  could 
be  classified  as  satisfactory  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Memorandum,  It  is  almost  certain  however,  that  they  too  suffer 
occasional  faecal  pollution  and  would  therefore  be  classified  as 
unsatisfactory,  thus  requiring  sterilization  before  being  all owe d 
into  supp>ly* 


The  Penhill  supply  to  Middleham  is  contaminated  at  source 
but  is  also  further  polluted  on  its  way  to  the  Service  Reservoir 
through  the  joints  in  the  ’main1  connecting  the  two.  This  ’main* 
consists  of  four  miles  of  6”  stoneware  pipes  laid  at  a  shallow 
depth  with  open  joints,  and  it  is  obviously  impossible  in  these 
circumstances  effectively  to  prevent  serious  pollution  of  the 
supply  e 


Caldbcrgh  is  the  only  one  of  the  sources  which  is  not  su eject 
to  physical  pollution,  the  remainder  suffering  occasional 
discolouration  after  heavy  rain. 


The  Sowden  Beck  supply  consists  of  a  number  of  springs  and 
produces  a  very  soft  water  which  is  plumb o  solvent  and  aggressive 
to  metals.  It  is  understood,  however ,  tfeteft  these  ciiaractei  is  tics 
may  possibly  be  confined  to  a  few  of  the  springs  only,  although 
no  supporting  chemical  analyses  are  available  at  the  present  time 
for  individual  springs.

For  the  Sowdcn  Beck  and  Cranehow  Bottom  supplies  that  are 
liable  to  act  upon  lead  pipes,  copper  tubes  arc  always  recommended 
and  occasionally  plastic  and  galvanised  tubes  are  laid© 


The  Water  Board  were  notified  of  unsatisfactory  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  reports  and  they  stepped  up  the  output  of  Chlorine  from 
the  machines  responsible  immediately.  Later  samples  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory* 

Information  regarding  fluoride  content  is  not  available.

Improvements  tc  some  of  our  present  works  are  necessary 
namely  East  Witton,  Leyburn  and  Middleham#  Constaole  Burton  has 
only  septic  tank  treatment  aB.d ... p r Q.p.o sals  for  a  scheme  in  t  :ris 
parish  are  being  prepared  by  the  Consultant  Engineers. 

Leyburn  works  were  laid  down  in  1907  and  were  enlarged  in 
1926,  since  then  they  have  merely  been  repaired  from  time  to 
time.  They  function  very  well  and  it  is  seldom  that1  tne  filtered 
effluent,  when  analysed,  is  classified  unsatisfactory.  The 
tanks  and  filters  are  hopelessly  overworked  during  wet  weather, 
and  the  smallest  rain  shower  brings  the  storm  tanks  into  use* 
These  works  will  require  renewal  in  tne  near  future . 

At  Middleham,  the  works  are  too  small  also.  East  h7.it ton 
has  a  land  irrigation  scheme  that  can  be  easily  converted  to  a 
tank  filter  and  humus  tank  system.

Carlton  works  has  a  steep  and  dangerous  access  and  a 
portable  pump  should  be  used  in  preference  to  the  "vacci  tank" . 

A  manhole  lifter  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  is 
proving  to  be  very  useful. 

The  River’s  Board  continued  to  sample  effluent  from  all 
the  works  and  when  adverse  samples  were  received,  remedial 
measures  were  immediately  put  into  operation.

There  is  now  only  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district, 
the  other  was  not  relieensed  at  tne  beginning  of  the  year* 

There  are  seven  butcher’ s  shops  in  the  District*  °Tx  ox 
these  butchers  now  buy  their  meat  from  the  large  abattoirs  in 
adjoining  districts,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  a  drop 
in  the  number  of  animals  killed  in  the  remaining  privately  owned 
slaughterhouse *  The  animals. passing  into  txiis  slaugn c crnouoG  are 
all  reared  locally  and  the  meat  is  ox  good  quality*  heat  is 
inspected  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday  in  each  week.
